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MEMORANDA. 


Population.—The estimated population of New South Wales on 31st 
December, 1910, was 1,690,316. This shows an increase for the year of 
44,872, or at the rate of 2:73 per cent. The birth-rate, 27-32 per 1,000 
of population, is the highest rate recorded for eight years, and is 1-6 per 
cent. above the decennial average. The death-rate, 9°71 per 1,000, 
is the lowest on record, 


Trade.—The oversea imports during February were valued at £2,213,755, 
which shows an increase of £426,048, or nearly 24 cent., as compared 
with the corresponding month of last year. The total for the two 
months was £4,119,008, an increase of £736,912, or nearly 22 per cent. 
over the corresponding figures for 1910. There were increases in most 
of the principal articles—apparel and soft goods, iron and steel, metal 
manufactures, machines and machinery, and timber. 


The oversea exports for February amounted to £3,193,044, being a 
decrease of £207,496, compared with the corresponding month of last 
year. For the two months there was a decrease in the oversea exports 
of £839,281, or over 14 per cent., as compared with last year.

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Public Finanees.—The Public Accounts for February show that the net 
revenue for the month was £883,878, or £129,784 less than in February 
of lastyear. During the eight months ended 28th February the revenue 
was £9,532,776, being £611,527 more than the corresponding period of 
the last financial year.

Mineral Production, 1910.—The value of minerals won in New South 
Wales during 1910 was equal to £8,455,170, there being a net increase 
of £1,051,960 over the value for 1909. To the total, gold contributed 
£802,211; silver and silverlead, £1,861,479; coal, £3,009,657; and 
copper, £486,257. 

The gold yield during February was 20,215 oz. crude, equal to 17,939 
oz. fine, valued at £76,198. The value of gold produced during the two 
months was £133,104, and showed a decrease of £11,999 compared with 
the corresponding period of 1910, 


Prices.—The general index number for February was below that of January, 
and also lower than for the corresponding month of last year. The index 
number for pastoral produce was 1,203, and for metals 1,179,’and for all 
articles 1,190. Prices generally were below those ruling in January, and 
wool, both greasy and scoured, was cheaper than at any time during last 
year. Other principal articles to show decreases were wheat and flour, 
sheep-skins, copper, silver, and tin, but butter, mutton, hides, and lead 
brought better prices than in the preceding month. 


Land Selections.—During February 142 new settlers applied for 77,155 
acres ; and 22,586 acres, representing 63 blocks, were set apart for 
residential settlement. Since the beginning of the year, the number of 
new settlers has been 270, and the area applied for 199,977 acres. The 
original area set apart for residential settlement since the lst} J

has been 144,745 acres, representing 203 blocks, 
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Meteorology.—The weather conditions during the first half of February 
were very similar to those prevailing in January, almost continuous 
light to heavy rainfall, associated with heavy thunderstorms, being 
experienced practically throughout the State. Some phenomenal readings 
were shown for the month, the highest being at Katoomba, where 1,328 
points fell, and several stations registered over 500 points. With very 
few exceptions the falls were in excess of the average, and in the inland 
districts, where the totals for February are generally small, the readings 
were greatly in excess of the average. 


Vital Statisties—Sydney and Suburbs—February, 1944.—The Births regis- 
tered numbered 1,452, equal to 26-60 per 1,000 of population ; of the 
total, 764 were males and 688 females. The rate is satistactory, being

he highest for the month of February for the past ten years. 

The total Deaths numbered 498, namely, 272 males and 226 females, 
equal to a rate of 9°48 per 1,000 cf population, being the lowest for the 
month of February since 1907. 

The Infantile mortality was 72 per 1,000 births, and was 21 per cent.
